STATISTICS  &  GENERAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA . 

AREA.  The  Ryedale  Area,  which  is  referred  to  in  the  text  of  this  report  comprises 
the  Rural  Districts  of  Helmsley,  Kirkbymoorside,  Malton  and  Pickering  and  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Malton  and  Pickering.  This  area  is  mainly  agricultural  in  nature,  more 
heavily  populated  in  the  areas  ndar  the  townships  of  Helmsley,  Kirkbymoorside,  Malton 
and  Pickering  and  thinly  populated  in  the  dales  and  moorland  districts  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  area. 

POPULATION  The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  1957  is 
29,290  -  the  population  in  1954,  1955  and  1956  was  estimated  at  29,220,  29,250  and 
29,380  respectively. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

LIVE  BIRTHS  &  BIRTH  RATES  The  number  of  live  births  in  1957  ms  386,  this  is  five  less 
than  in  1956.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  was  15.5  per  1000  population  compared  with  16,1 
per  1000  for  England  and  Wales. 

ILLEGITIMACY  There  were  16  illegitimate  births  in  1957,  compared  with  11  in  1956  and 
IS  in  1955. 

STILL  BIRTHS  In  1957  there  were  9  still  births  which  was  the  same  number  as  in  1956* 

DEATHS  &  DEATH  RATE  The  adjusted  death  rate  for  1957  was  11,3  per  1000  population 
as  compared  with  3-1.5  for  England  and  Wales. 

INFANT  AND  NEONATAL  MORTALITY  The  infant  mortality  and  neonatal  mortality  rates  were 
the  same  1S.1  per  1000  live  births.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  23,0  per  1000  live  births  and  the  neonatal  mortality  rate  16.5. 

MaTERNAL  MORTALITY  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1957.  No  manternal  deaths 
occurred  in  1955  and  1956. 

PRINCIPAL  CAUSES  OF  DEATH  215  persons  died  of  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulating 
system  a  rate  of  7.34  per  1000  population.  43  people  died  of  cancer  a  rat©  of  1.47 
per  1000  population.  The  death  rates  per  1000  of  the  population  from  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulating  and  cancer  in  1956  were  7.01  and  2.14. 

NATURAL  INCREASE  During  the  year  there  wero  386  live  births  and  345  deaths.  The 
natural  increase  (i.e.  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths  )  was  41*  The  natural  increase 
in  1956  was  52.  * 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  During  the  year  there  was  a  considerable  epidemic  of  measles 
affecting  mostly  the  Malton  and  Pickering  Urban  and  Rural  Districts.  Thetre  were  12 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  3  of  Poliomyelitis.  2

GENERAL  1ROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

(i)  Laboratory  Facilities.  ~  "" 

Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Northallerton,  a  van  calls  once  a  week  to  collect  specimens. 

(ii)  Local  Services  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946 

The  day-to-day  administration  of  the  following  services  is  carried  out  by  the 
Ryedale  Local  Health  Sub-Committee  in  the  Urban  districts  of  Malton  &  Pickering, 
and  the  Rural  Districts  of  Helmsley,  Kirbymoorside,  Malton  &  Pickering. 

(a)  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

Child  welfare  and  ante-natal  clinics  are  held  at  centres  in  the  Ryedale  Area. 

In  places  where  no  Clinic  is  held  ante-natal  and  child  welfare  services  are 
carried  out  by  health  visitors  in  the  home. 

(b)  Midwifery.  Health  Visiting  and  Home  Nursing 

••  «  I 

Combined  duty  nurses  serving  16  districts  are  resident  in  the  area. 

(c)  Ambulance  Service 

Ambulance  stations  at  Malton  and  Kirbymoorside  provide  this  service. 

(d)  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

Provision  is  made  for  primary  vaccination  against  diphtheria  at  child  welfare 
centres  but  the  greater  part  of  this  service  is  carried  out  by  general  practitioner 
in  their  surgeries  and  in  the  home. 

During-  -the  year  1,635  children  received  a  complete  course  of  pcsLiomyelitis 
vaccine* 

(e)  Domestic  Help  Service. 

This  service  provides  domestic  help,  at  a  charge  dependent  on  the  income 
of  the  houshold,  in  holies  where  there  has  been  a  confinement  or  ill-health  of  the 
Mother,  and  to  the  aged  and  infirm.

The  unsatisfactory  samples  from  the  two  private  supplies  have  both 
been  d ealt  with.  The  British  Railways  have  carried  out  effective  cleansing 
to  the  well  and  the  cottage  at  Crambeck  is  now  vacant  and  condemned. 


Details  of  water  supplies  in  the  area  are  as  follows:- 


Houses  connected  to  publicly  owned  water  supply i- 

(a)  Number  with  water  laid  to  house  -  1546, 

(b)  Number  served  by  standpipe  -  250. 

(c)  Number  supplied  by  private 

springs ,  wells  etc.  -  60. 


Refuse  Disposal. 

Over  the  past  few  years  steadily  increasing  quantities  of  refuse  have  been 
collected  as  more  and  more  cottages  have  taken  full  advantage  of  the  service, 
and  some  modification  of  the  present  system  will  become  necessary  in  the  next 
year.  The  problem  of  unsuitable  containers  is  rapidly  becoming  acute  for 
much  time  is  wasted  and  misunderstandings  are  occurring  through  refuse  being 
left  for  collection  in  sacks,  old  buckets,  oil  drums  and  other  miscellaneous 
containers. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  because  of  the  limited  number  of  properties 
having  standard  dustbins  -  these  are  almost  exclusively  limited  to 
Council  Houses  -  the  most  suitable  method  of  remedying  the  condition  is 
by  the  provision  of  dustbins  by  the  Local  Authority  with  an  annual  charge  to 
the  public  on  the  rate  demand  notice. 

The  collection,  which  is  still  at  monthly  intervals,  has  given  rise 
to  a  number  of  complaints  during  the  year  and  no  doubt  when  economic  conditions 
permit  it,  frequency  of  collection  should  be  improved. 
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Sewage  Disposal. 


During  the  year  work  was  commenced  on  the  Slingsby  Sewage  Scheme,  which 
will  bring  water  borne  sanitation  to  approximately  120  more  houses  in  the  area. 
The  advantage  which  has  been  taken  of  the  Sewage  works  provided  for  the 
Street  Villages,  Welbum  and  Brawby  has  been  very  considerable  and  notable 
improvements  to  properties  have  resulted  by  the  provision  of  this  service. 

Again  samples  taken  of  the  effluent  from  the  various  works  were  classified 
as  highly  satisfactory.  This  result  again  reflected  the  ability  of  your 
operator,  whose  work  is  worthy  of  commendation. 

Food. 


All  shops  and  food  preparing  premises  were  inspected  during  the  year.
